Japaness matters which’ have come from 
his vtudy, during the past two yoars, They 
have been the relaxations of. his ‘lighter 
momenta but all to: whony they have coma 
have given thems ivearty welcome. The 
first, deuling with’ the musical inutrumonts® 
of Japan, wo reviewed when itvappeared. 


To-day it in ‘Tho Decorative Art of Japan” 
which calls for attention. a 

Daintily printed and got up by tha Box- 
of Curion Printing Prdsa’ of Yokohama, 
the book iy bound in 4 broende cover repro- 
ducing a wave diaper design: taken from 
piece of lacquer work in the Shiba temples;

Tf our 
memory is not‘nt fault it was only the 
glorious hall of the Zojoji which was 
destroyed by the disastrous fire of two 
winters ago. The mausolen proper for- 
tunately escaped. . wee 

‘The illustrations of Japanese decorative 
art uround which Sir Francis Piggott has 
woven tho'lucid web of his virile Enghah 
prose are taken from thé mausolea.of Nikko 
and Shiba. Indelightful, flowing sentencea 
he introduces us to these superb resting’ 
places of tho once all-powerful Tokugawa 
Shoguns,, the one aa artistic gem set in the 
splendoars of the eternal hills; the other 
planted in the very heart of a busy, blatant, 
city, yeu both in their inner courts. 
redolent of that ‘‘yymbolic calm of deash, 
when "the soul sets out on its voydge 
across the quiet sea.” Like all who have 
visited Japan Sir Francis is struck with’ 
the contrast presented by tho restrained, 
almost undecorated domestic architecture of 
the people and. the Javish embellishmenta’ 
which “they have bestowed upon their 
Buddhist temples. It is bis pinion “that 
the art of the Japanese temples developed. 
in the tomples themsclyes.” Apart from 
the well-kuowl symbols, certain funda-
